Fossil Find 
Redefines 
Evolution 

4.4-million-year-old ‘Ardi’ 
sheds light on human origins 

WASHINGTON | The Story of humankind is 
reaching back another million years with the 
discovery of “Ardi,” a hominid who lived 4.4 
million years ago in what is now Ethiopia. 

The 110-pound, 4-foot tall female roamed 
forests a million years before the famous 
Lucy, long studied as the earliest skeleton 
of a human ancestor. 

This older skeleton reverses the com- 
mon wisdom of human evolution, said 
anthropologist C. Owen Lovejoy of Kent 
State University. 

Rather than humans evolving from an 
ancient chimplike creature, the new find 
provides evidence that chimps and humans 
evolved from some long-ago common ances- 
tor — but each evolved and changed sepa- 
rately along the way. 

The lines that evolved into modern 
humans and living apes probably shared an 
ancestor 6 million to 7 million years ago. 

But Ardi has many traits that do not 
appear in modern-day African apes, lead- 
ing to the conclusion that the apes evolved 
extensively since we had that last ancestor 
in common.

Smart Says 
Abductor 
Is ‘Wicked’ 

Victim claims being 
raped daily after her 
kidnapping in 2002 

SALT LAKE CITY I Elizabeth Smart 
testified Thursday she was raped 
repeatedly each day after she 
was abducted from her bed- 
room seven years ago and told 
she would be 
killed if she 
yelled or tried 
to escape. 

She described 
Brian David 
Mitchell, her 
alleged kid- 
napper, as “evil, 
wicked, manipulative, stinky, 
slimy, selfish, not spiritual, not 
religious, not close to God.” 

Smart testified in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in Salt Lake City as 
part of a competency proceeding 
for the man charged in her 2002 
kidnapping. 

Mitchell has twice been found 
incompetent for trial in state 
court. Mitchell and his estranged 
wife were found with Smart nine 
months after she disappeared from 
her Salt Lake City home when she 
was 14 years old. (ap) 


Report finds pop star 
had no serious issues 
before his overdose 

LOS ANGELES I MichaelJackson’s 
arms were covered with punctures, 
his face and neck were scarred, 
and he had tattooed eyebrows 
and lips, but he wasn’t the sickly 
skeleton of a man portrayed by 
tabloids, according to his autop- 


sy report, obtained by The Asso- 
ciated Press. 

The Los Angeles County coro- 
ner’s report shows Jackson was a 
fairly healthy 50-year-old before he 
died of an overdose. His 136 pounds 
were in the acceptable range for a 
5-foot-9-inch man. His heart was 
strong with no sign of plaque build- 
up. And his kidneys and most other 
major organs were normal. 

Still, Jackson had health 


issues: arthritis in the lower 
spine and some fingers, and mild 
plaque build- 
up in his leg 
arteries. Most 
serious was his 
lungs, which the 
autopsy report 
said were chron- 
ically inflamed 
and had reduced 
capacity that might have left him 


short of breath. 

However, according to the doc- 
ument, the lung condition was not 
serious enough to be a direct or 
contributing cause of death. 

“His overall health was fine,” 
said Dr. Zeev Kain, chairman of 
the anesthesiology department 
at the University of California, 
Irvine, who reviewed a copy of 
the autopsy report for the AP.

Passengers on two US Airways 
flights erupted in cheers when they 
heard those words from the cock- 
pit Thursday. 

“I was overwhelmed when I 
found out it was him,” said Don 
Lambert, 61, of Fort Mill, S.C., 
who flew from Charlotte, N.C. to 
New York’s LaGuardia Airport. 
“You feel like you have the best 
pilot in the world fixing to fly you 
to New York.” 

Sullenberger, the pilot who 
landed a disabled jet safely in the 
Hudson River Jan. 15, was reunit- 
ed with co-pilot Jeffrey Skiles on 
flights from Charlotte to New 
York and back on Thursday, which 
marked his official return to fly- 


ing for US Airways. 

Sullenberger said the gratitude 
of passengers has been “an extraor- 
dinary gift.” And he bestowed the 
same gift on his colleague. “You 
have my eternal gratitude for your 
skill and your courage,” he said, 
turning to Skiles.

GENTHOD, SWITZERLAND I Iran and 
six world powers ended a landmark 
meeting Thursday with an agree- 
ment to take a new stab at over- 
coming years of mistrust gener- 
ated by Tehran’s nuclear program 
and to meet again this month for 
wide-ranging discussions on the 
two sides’ concerns.

Union Station Bike Center Opens 


New facility features 
enclosed bike racks, 
lockers, repair shop 

The new Bike Transit Center at 
Union Station opens Friday. Rid- 
ers can begin parking their bikes 
about 11:30 a.m, after a ribbon- 
cutting ceremony. 

The city broke ground for the $4 
million project in September 2008. 
It was supposed to be ready in the 
spring, but weather and design 
issues delayed the project, said Jim 
Sebastian, the D.C. Department of 
Transportation’s bicycle program 
coordinator. 

The center has 150 enclosed 
bike racks and 20 outdoor racks. 
The 1,700 -square-foot building 
west of the station will also have 
changing rooms, personal lock-

ers, a bike repair shop and a retail 
store that will sell drinks and bike 
accessories. 

Cyclists can pay $2 to park for 
one day.

Riders can purchase $12 monthly 
parking passes, and discounted $1 
day passes in bulk ranging from 
$10 to $50. 

Riders who purchase these 
passes will have access to the cen- 
ter during its regular operating 
hours, weekdays from 7 a.m, to 
7 p.m, and weekends from 9 a.m, 
to 5 p.m.

ANTHROPOLOGIE BUYER, GLOBE-TROTTER 


Many people pay a lot of money 
to jet to exotic locales and browse 
crafts souks or rifle through flea 
markets. But Keith Johnson, buyer 
at large for boho boutique chain 
Anthropologic, gets to globe-trot 
and shop for a living. In Sundance 
Channel’s new six-part series, 
“Man Shops Globe” (premiering 
Wed., 10 p.m,), those envious of 
Johnson’s job (or just his frequent 
flyer miles) can trek and browse 
with him in locales from the South 
of France to South Africa. 

How did you get such an awe- 
some job? 

My partner, Glen Senk [CEO 
of Urban Outfitters and former 
president of Anthropologic], had 
started to assist in one Anthro- 
pologic store. There were a lot of 
props there, but customers were 
disappointed they couldn’t buy 
them. So, he asked me if I could 


start shopping for the stores, pick- 
ing up unexpected pieces. 

Is it hard to find cool furnishings 
and crafts? 

The hardest thing is finding some- 
thing that’ll really surprise me, 
something that’ll delight cus- 
tomers. There has to be a certain 
level of delight, whether an object 
is from India or Bali or the U.S. 
Recently, I found a whole French 
pharmacy that we turned into a 
section of a store. 

What’s your favorite place in the 
world to shop? 

In Paris, Clignancourt [a flea mar- 
ket]. There’s so much there. 

If I’m at a flea market or thrift store, 
how do I find gems, not garbage? 

We’re all editors, in that if you 
love something, you’re self- edit- 
ing, Good things are everywhere; 


you just have to be open. Be con- 
vinced you’re going to buy some- 
thing great. 

If I want to start collecting antiques 
and know nothing, how can I be sure 
I’m not getting ripped off? 

Before you buy anything, get a lit-

tie bit of knowledge. Go to muse- 
ums, look at books and go to the 
best shops, and then you’ll know 
enough to start buying. 

What about bargaining? 

One thing never to say to a dealer 
is, “Oh, that has a crack.” First of 
all, they know that. Instead, try 
complimenting them on their mer- 
chandise. Negotiation is a matter 
of respect. And then just say what 
you are willing to pay, and be will- 
ing to walk away. 

Anthropologic is known for a wild 
mix of decor — do you think that’s 
how we’re nesting today? 

Yeah, it’s interesting how your 
perception of things can shift so 
quickly. What’s changed about 
how people decorate is how they 
use things. They’re open to using 
objects and furniture in an eclectic 
way, putting something contempo- 
rary with something quite old. 

How do you know when a room is 
finished, then? 

There are many beautiful things 
in the world, but having them all 
together doesn’t make a lovely 
room. You have to take pieces 
away sometimes. But it’s hard 
when you love things!

While traveling across a post- 
apocalyptic wasteland, hoping to 
see what’s become of his parents in 
Ohio, he runs into a fellow survi- 
vor (Woody Harrelson) who’s his 
brash, butt-kicking opposite. The 
two come to regard each other by 
their destinations — Columbus 
and Tallahassee — rather than 
their real names to avoid forging 
a personal relationship, should 
potential zombiedom force either 
of them to take drastic action 
against the other. 

But, naturally, they turn out 
to be perfect foils for each other: 
Eisenberg with his jumpy neuro- 
sis, Harrelson with his laid-back 
bravado. 

Eventually, they hook up with 
crafty sisters Wichita (Emma 
Stone) and Little Rock (Abigail 
Breslin), and in traditional zom- 
bie-movie fashion, these disparate 
characters form an uneasy and 
unlikely alliance in hopes of stay- 
ing alive.

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‘Capitalism’ is smart, 
funny, and as fair and 
balanced as sassy 
Michael Moore gets 

FILM I How do you make a movie 
about the economic crisis and actu- 
ally get people to see it? 

Two obstacles most obviously 
arise: illustrating such a potentially 
dry subject in a compelling way, 
and persuading audiences to pay 
money for information they can 
get at home — and feel depressed 
about — for free. 

Having Michael Moore as our 
guide certainly helps. Twenty years 
after he took on General Motors 
with his powerful debut, “Roger 
& Me,” the proud provocateur is 
aiming at the same sorts of tar- 
gets with his latest documentary, 
“Capitalism: A Love Story.” 

This is vintage Moore, reflect- 
ing both the filmmaker’s fondness 
for manipulation and his strengths 
as a showman. As he did with 
“Sicko” and “Fahrenheit 9/11,” he 
typically oversimplifies a compli- 
cated topic to make it accessible 
and amusing for the broadest pos- 
sible audience. Obviously, when he 
returns to GM’s headquarters two 
decades later — and the security 
guard sees him and his crew com- 
ing from a mile away — he’s doing 
it as a hilarious spectacle, and he 
doesn’t really expect to get into the 
building for an interview. 

It’s good for a laugh, as is so 
much of “Capitalism.” But Moore 
also tells moving stories of families

who’ve lost their homes to foreclo- 
sure, or airline pilots whose wages 
are so low they rely on secondary 
jobs and food stamps to survive. 

With a big assist from his 
crack team of archivists, he bril- 
liantly juxtaposes 1950s foot- 
age of wholesome guys and gals 
extolling the virtues of capital- 
ism with all-too-familiar shots of 
contemporary hardship. But we 
also see home movies of a young, 
towheaded Moore excitedly visit- 


ing Wall Street from his home in 
hardscrabble Flint, Mich. — and 
looking impish even as a child — 
which will become even more rel- 
evant when Moore comes back to 
the economic vortex in the film’s 
final, dramatic moments. 

In making the argument that 
capitalism is evil, Moore is all 
over the place, and he doesn’t even 
make the vaguest attempt at find- 
ing balance journalistically. Then 
again, he never has. But at least he’s 
equal-opportunity, blaming politi- 
cians on both sides of the aisle for 
allowing Wall Street’s influence 
on government to lead us into the 
troubles we’re in today. 

As dense and daunting as “Cap- 
italism” can often seem, it may also 
be Moore’s most hopeful film yet, 
and it couldn’t be more relevant or 
resonant, christy lemire (ap)

BRIGHT STAR (PG, 119 minutes) Fashion 
has enjoyed something of a resuscitation 
on film this season, and here comes Fanny 
Brawne, who in the early 19th century 
captured the heart of poet John Keats 
in between stitching extravagantly lay- 
ered collars and captivating hats. Writer- 
director Jane Campion’s film makes a 
convincing case that fashion is every bit 
as legitimate a form of self-expression 
as fine literature, even if Miss Brawne 
(Abbie Cornish) must suffer the intellec- 
tual snobbery of Keats and his best friend, 
Charles Brown (Ben Whishaw and Paul 
Schneider, respectively). But Cornish’s 
Brawne doesn’t quite manage to convey 
the lively, unpredictable personality that 
attracted Keats, (ah) 

CLOUDY WITH A CHANCE OF 
MEATBALLS (PC, 81 minutes) It’s true that 
any film that crams so many jokes into its 
brief running time risks making audiences 
feel as overstuffed as if they’d just eaten 
a school-size pancake. That’s why it’s a 
lucky thing that so many of the jokes are 
great! Writer-directors Phil Lord and Chris 
Miller populate the island of Swallow Falls 
with wacky characters and let them loose 
in inventive ways. Take would-be scientist 
Flint Lockwood, whose latest invention 
makes it rain cheeseburgers. And bacon. 
And ice cream. When Flint’s device goes 
haywire and Swallow Falls is menaced by a 
perfect storm of enormous food, it’s up to 
the colorful characters to save the day. (dk) 
DISTRICT 9 (R, 112 minutes) The poison 
that permeates this phenomenal film is 
the same toxin that defined so much of 
20th-century history: the oppression of 
the Other — in this case, scaly aliens with 
feelers for faces, a jones for canned cat 
food and a mother ship that has been hov- 
ering over Johannesburg for 20 years. The 
underlying gravitas of the story, in which 
aliens are warehoused in camps and used 
for gruesome experiments, keeps direc- 
tor Neill Blomkamp’s film smart, even as 
the aliens are turning their pursuers into 
Heinz 57 Sauce. As the craven corporate 
tool Wikus van de Merwe, acting new- 
comer Sharlto Copley is nothing short of 
revelatory. Wikus is assigned to move the 
aliens from their ramshackle township to 
tent cities that are, in fact, concentration 
camps. The aliens are hard to like, but we 
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like them, just as we end up liking Wikus 
and rooting for the demise of Greater 
Human Civilization, (ja) 

FAME (PG, 105 minutes) The remake of the 
1980 film does not shrink from the brutal- 
ity of talent’s natural selection. Success 
takes work but is not guaranteed by work. 
Like the original, this version tracks a 
clot of students through four years at a 
rigorous performing-arts high school in 
Manhattan. There’s the heartthrob who 
sounds like Jason Mraz (or is it James 
Blunt?), the mousy monologist who’s beg- 
ging to be liberated from her shyness, the 
classical pianist with a hidden desire to be 
the next Alicia Keys, the hyper-indie bud- 
ding filmmaker bedecked in tweed and a 
newsboy cap. All those parts are played 
engagingly by youthful unknowns who 
sidestep stereotype by virtue of their lik- 
ability and the no-nonsense screenplay. 
It’s a harmless diversion, and a more solid, 
nuanced, mature and bald-faced version 
of young ambition than fairy-tale charac- 
ters like Hannah Montana and the Jonas 
Brothers, (oz) 

THE FINAL DESTINATION (R, 82 minutes) 


In the latest unoriginal, exhausted sequel, 
these movies have been reduced to bland 
killing machines, though this one features 
aggressive use of 3-D, with everything 
from race cars, tires and engines to nails 
from a nail gun, entrails and blood blasting 
off the screen into our laps. Blandly acted 
by players who seem resigned to the pay- 
check rather than terrified by the prospect 


of death or paralyzed by fear or even mor- 
bidly fascinated by their impending doom, 
this one is certainly worth a pass. Of the 
blase cast, only Mykelti Williamson — as 
a security guard who accepts his fate with 
the help of his faith — and Nick Zano — 
playing a rude, crude and funny frat-boy 
jerk — stand out. orlando sentinel

THE INFORMANT! (R, 108 minutes) Steven 
Soderbergh delivers a cool, slyly funny psy- 
chological caper in which the true-life tale 
of a corporate whistleblower is extruded 
through Soderbergh’s dry sense of sat-
